Hosenfeldt, Powles 
and Scott were the dissenters and 
opposed by Warner, Rcntncr and 
Stearns -who -were in favor of the 
raise. Bartlctt -was them called upon 
to vote and his affirmative vote car- 
ried the measure to provide for a j 
five dollar fee for all trucks and au- 
tomobiles owned or operated by rcsl- 
dents of the village. 

The new rate will be in effect for 
the coming fiscal year beginning May 
1.

Antioch township's annual town 
levy and >budgct for the fiscal year 
ending March 30, 1947 was approved 
at' the Annual Town meeting held 
Tuesday, April 2. Although the total 
amount to be used for town govern-

Poor Prospect for 
1947 Duck Hunting 



.\n unfavorable prospect for duck 
and goose shooting In Illinois ncvt 
fall has just been disclosed by Liv- 
ingston E. Osborne, state director of 
*conscr\'ation. He made his statement 
after considering reports from wild- 
life experts employed by the state 
and federal governments. 

Most of the ducks and geese that 
fly through Illinois breed in Manito- 
ba, Saskatchewan, and Alberta, Cana- 
da. .Many of the lakes and sloughs in 
these prairie provinces are said to be 
dr>', and only plentiful rains can save 
others from drying up. More surface 
water is required for a good 1946 
crop of wild ducks. Even though 
there should be a favorable breeding 
season, furtlifcr restrictions on shoot- 
ing may be weccssary, Osborne de- 
clared. 

The outlook for goose shooting is 
even less promising ttian that for 
ducks. Unlike ducks, gccsc do not 
breed until over a year old. The 
goose flock that winters at Horseshoe 
lake, in southern Illinois has b.ccn 
severcJi' overshot for several years, 
and the age and sex makeup of the 
survivors is said to be out of balance 
for efficient reproduction. This im-, 
portant flock comprises nearly onc; 
third of the Canadian gcesc of the 
Mississippi flyway.

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Forestalling Tragedy 

The news columns of a leading financial publica- 
tion recently carried an account of rising building costs 
that would have staggered a reader ten years ago. It 
led off with the warning, "Don't e.vpcct a contractor to 
tell you how much your proposed new home will cost — 
or when he will have it finished. Costs arc changing too 
fast on both materials and labor; supplies -arc scarce 
and delays too frequent." Specific examples were then 
cited: "A druggist in Logansport, Indiana, contracted 
for a house. It was started last October on a cost-plus 
basis with a builder's estimate of S9.000. . , . It is only 
75 per cent finished and the revised total cost is already 
515,000. It is c.\-pected to go much higher by the time 
it is finished . . . Another builder, putting up two cost- 
plus homes in an effort to determine costs for future 
use, fears the figures will be outdated before the houses 
are completed." 

These figures have especial significance to pres- 
ent home owners. They emphasize the current drive of 
the fire insurance industry to inform policyholders of 
the hazard of undcr-insurance. Many homes arc Inade- 
quately Insured, and yet their owners are unaware of 
the fact, having placed full coverage on the property a 
number of years ago. They forgot that property values 
have soared. The insurance industry is doing everything 
within its power to awaken its customers to the danger, 
before it strikes. When an under-insured home is des- 
troyed by fire, possibly wiping out the effort of a life- 
time, it is nothing less than stark tragedy for the owner.

Senators Criticize Amended Wage Law 

The easiest thing in the world is to propose legis- 
lation, the avowed purpose of which is to raise stand- 
ards of living, bec.iusc evcrj* right-minded person favors 
such goals. That is why a measure like Senate Bill 1349 
to amend the Fair Labor Standards Act to gradually in- 
crease the minimum hourly wage to 75 cents, is so dif- 
ficult to criticize. 

However, the members of the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee who opposed the changes recommended by the 
majority of the committee, call attention to the fact 
that the measure xs now approved embodies a funda- 
menally different approach to the minimum wage ques- 
tion than originally conceived by Congress, They say: 

"The original purpose of the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act was to place a floor under wages, to eliminate. 



Insofar as the Federal government has power to do so, 
sweatshop conditions in industry. Congress was fixing a 
•minimum wage' for the individual, . . , The committee 
majority has departed from that concept of a 'minimum 
wage' for an individual and Is attempting to fix as a 
minimum what might be termed a standard wage need- 
ed to support a family of four. . . . 

"It appears to us a very radical departure from 
previous policy for the Federal government to go be- 
yond the fixing of 'minimum wages' for an individual 
and get Into the field of fixing what Is a 'proper wage' 
for a family of four, and requiring employers to pay 
that Wage. From such a concept, it is only a short step 
into government fixing of all wage rates, a policy which 
surely would mean the end of our free, competitive 
economy." 

Furtlicrmoro, the proposed new minimum wage 
law contains discriminator}' provisions. It breaks an in- 
dustry such as retail distribution Into two classifications. 
Stores of one size are e.vempt from the law while stores 
of another size are brought under its jurisdiction. In 
this highly competitive industry such granting of ad- 
vantage to one group at the expense of another must 
eventually react against the consuming public. 

The humanitarian appeal of the proposed amend- 
ments to the minimum wage law should not stampede 
Congress into hasty action.

Compulsion Isn't The Way 

More than a year. ago the governor of New York 
stale directed the New York Commission on Medical 
Care to devise a plan to make medical care more avail- 
able to all classes of people in the stale of Now York. It 
became apparent to the commission that "the insurance 
or prepayment principle was the one which could best 
be employed to attain this objective"— in other words, 
eomplusory health insurance. But after fifteen months 
of study, the commission rejected the idea. Three im- 
portant reasons for the commission's rejections were: 
(1) The estimated cost of such a program— between 
3400,000,000 and $600,000.000— was considered exces- 
sive, requiring a minimum per capita lax of S45. (2) 
The people of New York could be e.vpectcd to regard 
as an unnecessary bureaucracy the machinery required 
to run the program. (3) The majority of the commission 
believed that a public health program might lead to a 
deterioration in medical ser\'ice," 

Broad, compulsorj' measures are not the answer 
to the nation's health needs. Some way must be found 
to reach the goal of all-inclusive, high-grade medical 
care without saddling the people with a hopeless maze 
of bureau-infested red tape and e.voribltant social secur- 
ity taxes. The medical profession is working steadily 
toward that goal by the development of a nationwide 
voluntary health system.

Island Anchor 

Puerto Rico is eastern anchor of 
the Greater Antilles chain of West 
Indies islands. One of the pleasant- 
est nnd most fertile of the Caribbean 
islands, It is roughly rectangular, 
100 miles long from cast to west and 
35 miles wide. Its position, 1,000 
miles northeast of the Panama 
canal, 1,000 miles southeast of 
Miami, and 500 mites cast of Cuba, 
was strategic for wartime air and 
naval defense operations. 



Fowl Fare 
Muskrnt meal, fed to bnby chicks 
in Louisiana, gave results superior 
to ordinary meat scraps, .shrimp and 
fish meals. On a chemical basis, 
8 pounds of muskrat meal has the 
same amount of crude protein as 10 
pounds of meat meal nnd it gave 
greater gains per chick up to 8 
weeks old. Broilers fed rations con- 
taining dried muskrat were served 
to 20 families who found no objec- 
tionable flavors in the meat. 



30,OUO Acres on a Ship 

The equivalent of nearly 30,000 
acres of groin were carried aboard 
the "Col. J. M. Schoonmnkcr" when 
she sot a Groat Lakes cargo record 
this season, reports Ships magazine. 
She carried 525,000 bushels in a 
single trip. Based on n yield of 18 
bushels to the acre, that repre.scntt 
the total harvest of 2D.200 acres — 
more than 45 square miles— of land.

Durable niankct 
For a durable blanket that will 
hold its shape when laundered, look 
for a close, even weave. Hold a 
single thickness up to the light— you 
should see tiny, even holes the size 
of a pinpoint. Gently pull a small 
bit of the nap between your fingers. 
If the nap pulls out easily you may 
know the surface is overnappcd nnd 
the liber weak. For the most 
warmth, the nap should be thick 
and firm. Winterweight blankets 
vary from three to five pounds; but 
weight doesn't necessarily indicate 
warmth or quality, since poor, shod- 
dy wool sometimes weighs more 
than good wool.
